Follows in brief tbo hlstorr of 
WaBs-Fob. 

Ito «-aâ brnd In tbo t\hde of tbo 
university: a clrcumstanco teodlns to 
0%-ordeveIop bis inborn indolence, 
Offered a precarious proftossoriblp at 
Uie Academy of Yennisce/ he accepted 
and rested content. "All is not van- 
ity," be remarks, "but it were vain to 
sfflrm it" Without his Icnowldcge 
some cntcrprUIng acqualnlsncrs pub- 
Ifsbod a sot of maxims purportiag to 
be tbo sayings of the sage Wanc-Fbb. 
Jt consisted largely ot the pmdentlal 
counsels common in Chinese litera- 
ture; as, for example, "Waxenman 
ought not to linger overlong nesr the 
flre,7 or "A snowmaa-necd have no 
fear of cold"; btit there layjn each 
paragraph congealed a sea of molten 
pa^loo, and Wang-Fob leaped into in* 
B^yy^miularlty. He explains the 
pratmlnon quite curiously. 

"Wisdom is but naivencss finding 
voice. Tbo beggar shows the atfble 
the beauty of noble manners; in the 
darknoes men speak ot Light" At 
thii time— «0 the story unfblds— the 
Empress -cxprcsHod a wish to mee't 
him In person; at the wording where- 
of ho seems to have felt grievously of- 
fended. His reply is now grown clas- 
slcal. "Inasmuch as there are but 
^ two types of beings in Society, namely, 
thoM tfiat move éheir Jaws and those 
that move their eyebrows (the second 
division is designated Polite Society), 
it behoves, a Philosopher to exercise 
minutest care In the choice of ecquain* 
, tancé" . . . Jhe passage has been 
supposed, by tho majority of commen- 
tators, to refer to chowlbles, then 
widely In vogue amongst the selected 
Chinese; but whatever the. Intend- 
ment, tho entire missive -is unmistak- 
able In its deflantness. "Utterances 
— Ko unabashed and peace-disturbing," 
, Judges his Dlograpber, "must of nc- 
; ceeslty, soon or late, lead thdr author 
Into disgrace;" and ho dcpalnts the 
exiequent events. Wang-Fob was 
arrested and haled befbrs , the: Em- 
peror. In presence of the assembled 
lords of the land, who were never so 
rofulgently atUrcd, the Crown Proso- 
cutor declaimed tho maxims ot the 
Dotortous Wang-Fob. These were 
for the tnost part oX a nature puzzling 
' ta- the. aiiditors. - '«The- Dromedary, 
with Its two humps, looks dlsdaln- 
< fully .upon the Camel, which-possesaes 
but one. Ho who leans on one crutch 
eossiders with admiring wondement 
who leaos on a pair. Every 
'fipoon would fain be a Fork; and To- 
Bay'a sole dealro is \o usurp tbo place 
of To-Morrow. Philosophy will In- 
terlink these truths, rendering tbom 
ineaningful and beauteous." Said the 
Sinperor: "Tho opening words sound 
liagniricont, reminding us ot Solomon 
the Wise whom wsiijtudied diligently 
in childhood; buff'thS^^rest savors 
powerfully of disalleglance" . . . 
The reading was resumed; and whoa 
tho Prosecutor came to the fifty-first 
aphorism, even whore It stands en- 
written. "Two eyes hath InUlligenco 
one waa beatowed on Wit"; 
did the younger mandarins exult 
In brutal expectancy. The Emperor 
paled and purpled and tore his fan to 
shreds. "The evidence," cried he. 
"Is super-sufficient!" Therewith he 
ordered the Philosopher to be put In 
chains. And thence dates the down- 
ward course of W*ng.Foh. He was 



given a trial and condeoned to death; 
tried again (by the Emperor's Inter- 
ventioa) aad sentenced to be banished 
forevermore from the province ot 
Yonnlsce. During the ensuing years 
we yet hear of him from Umc to time. 
Thus, in liMl he transmlta a message 
to the Emperor. suggesUng that His 
.MsJesty grant him a yearly allowance

list piece of sclf-revealment.

But she, 
unheeding, paused, heslUted, threw a 
glance behind, blushed, trembled, and 
stooping, kissed the sleeper full upon 
the Hps. Then. In her kindness— for 
the Chinese are a tender race— she 
drew her Jewel-hllted dagger hxA slew 
him.

Siich. a drastic innovation should be 
introduced by a perfect unanimity of 
opinion on the subject, and railway 
Bharehlod^rs who, after all,, still own 
tho railway?, have a right to be heard 
through their elected represenUtlves.

Gallant Stand of Little Band of 
French Saved City from • 
• -Indians ' ^. 

Few incidents In connection with 
the early history of Cnnudft are moro 
stirring than the -flght made against 
tho Iroquois v by Adam •Daulnc, who 
attempted to save Montreal In 1660 
from tho dreaded Indians. Over HOO 
warriors of the tribe had Wintered 
near Montreal while another detach- 
ment were In camp oi) tho ïlvér- Ot- 
tawa with the I'ntention of Imiting ip 
the spring, striking a severe blow iit 
Quebec and then attaeking Montreal 
and Three Rivers. Every Frenchman 
In the settlement knew the fate of 
everyone If the Indians were able Mi 
capture the places. 

So Adam Daulao, the, French officer 
in command at Montreal, decided to 
strike for the salvation of the people. 
It was a desperate enterprise he out- 
lined to his followers as ho called for 
volunteers for his work. 'Sl.\tcen 
young men offered to go with him to 
what they had, every reason to . be- 
lieve would be certain death. They 
made their wIltH, received tho sacru- 
mcnt and then made 'tliclr way aoruKS 
the Lake of Two Mountains lo tho 
locality. Where the Indians lay. There 
they awaited the attack. A few 
frietidly Indians Joined the little party 
but they deserted before the ll^ht Èame. 

The Frenchmen took up a position 
In an abandoned encloHure mado with 
tree trunlts; it had bosnj;;oreot5d^ a 
year earlier by a band o'f Algonquin'. 
Two hundred. Iroquois attacked but 
they met with suth a tiro from the 
defenders t|iat they were unable to 
win the easy victorj- they had anti- 
cipated. Then they (lent for rolnfijrcc- 
mcts keeping up an attack while await- 



ing the braves. On<the tifth day ot^ir^ 
warrlora arrived but, the French wlire^ 
still flghting hard'although exhausted 
by lack of food and sleep. Three days 
later the Iroquois broke Ihroush the 
wall. Daulac was slain a^ ohcê but 
his companions fought until every one 
was shot dowi^ Only four Frenchmen 
were alive. The victors killed three 
at once and saved the oth^r for "sub- 
sequent torture while a like fate, was 
meted out to the deserting Indians, 
But the loss of the colonists had given 
the Iroquois such a lesson that the / 
attacks on Montreal and Quebec were 
abandoned. So by their deaths they . 
saved the colony.

When ont thinks of En^Ush pjjntmg 
■his niinU naturally turns tp Caxton, 
Baskcrv-llle and William .Morris, yet 
the development of the art owes niu£h 
to the 'work done at Oxford, England. 
The names of the three mastw print- 
ers mentioned above represent ths 
three golden eras of printing in Eng- 
land, but printing at Oxford, covering 
the ■■ entire period,' haa beld the even 
tenor^ot iU.,;wayj oontribuUng not only 
io tlie afti^O'1>bVàlBo;to the mechani- 
ail evelutio'n'of , printing as on art. 

Caxiori, It will be. remembered, first 
printed li Bngtand In 1477. but • the 
so-called "oarfy press" «i Oxford pro- 
duoed books from 1468 lo 1486. T'ho 
sf'cond press produced volumes from 
jlSii? to 1S30, and the Oxford Univer- 
j ally Pres's came Into cxls'tonce in 1615, 
i 'starting bUslnosB with u mèager. £100 
i lent to It by the uiilveralty lUielt. • 
j The Imporlnnce of thr entaJjIishment 
j of the Oxford University Press cannot 
>.bj) oveiYstlmaled, and ..this for many 
.reasons , beyond . Its contribution' to 
literature. On this score aloné its 
record Is uni<iiir. ns thfoujrh Its me- 
dium countless volumes of value to 
the world have been produced through 
SHt>sIdies >hlch made possible their 
publication. • . 
• From a political «tanilpoln: li must 
be rcmembertV. thai «lurlng the Civil 
Wars, 164Ï-45. O.\ford was the Royal- 
ist centre, the Klnar having , entered 
hOxford- on October 29, 1642. • During 
. this period royal proclamations, lel- 
tora and paiiiphlors were Issued. I'com 
Oxford a.iid in-lnu'd at the l-'iilverslty 
I'ress. In laofi, the court being Ihoii. 
at Oxford, the oldest existing Bngilsh 
newspaper -^was started, known as the 
, Oxford • iGaxoite, and" this Oxford 
Uozette >iiB the beginning or Mit» 
London Ouzctto of modern times. 

In 1074 beg.m the Wohdorful series 
of O.Kford Sheet .Mmanacs. The Lon- 
. don Stationers Company hud prevl- 
, ously held the - mt^opoly of prlnUng 
almanac* from Queen Bllzobcth, but, 
I In loss, Charles 1 made Oxford a party 
to the monopoly. .Vfter the Restbra,- 
tlon, until' 1814 a tax was levied on 
sheet , almanacs, which rose.' from 2d. 
to 15d., so between 1G7C and 1778^ there 
I lire several examples of shcol aliDp.}^- 
' aoa 'printed on 'silli, throujrh which 
. sublerïuge the tax was evaded. . Thé 
I finest example of éhcet olmanacs Is 
j that Issued In 1674. measurlnB: 3'j 
I Inches, by. 30 Inches, and the (km.ir.d 
for Oxford almanacs l)ecame so croat 
that duplicate plates had to bo pro- 
I vlded. .\mong thé designers sueh 
' names as 'J. M. \y. Turner, Jl«;clm«l 
! liurRess, and George Vertue may be 
fou:id. 

Kruni a mechanical .slan(lp(xtnt' the 
Oxford P.-ess ha.s always been forcr 
most In. adopilni; 'nvcniiona which 
have improved the technical tide. In 
1S88, for Instance, the first cylinder 
printing mnchine wos Introduced; In 
1838 the first double "IKateii printing 
machine; in 1842 the Oxforil fndhi 
paper, still unrivalled for ittf' fineness, 
toughnens and opacity, was used for 
a diamond 24nio. HIble; In 1800 the 
first stereotyping by the paper process, 
and In 1863 cleotrot>-plng was intro- 
duced; ' In 1805 Earl Stanhope'sold to 
the press his Inventlort of stereotyping 
by plaster process, and also the Iron 
handprcs*. still known as ' tho "Stan- 
hope press." •. • 
In 1877 the Oxford Press o^ded to 
iU prestige by a performance Which 
it la believed has never been equalled. 
The Caxton Exhibition wna opened" on 
Juno 80 of this year, with a speech 
by Gladstone. At two o'clock. on that 
momlng the Oxford Press started lo 
print from movable types^lOO copies 
_of the Bible each containing 1052 
pises. These were artificially dried 
and- frenl td London by the nine o'clock 
mbming express. They were boundfai 
the Oxford University Prees bindery,. 
ln:LoDdon, là Turkey morocco, stamped 
with the gold lettering and arms b.f 
the University on the side, and ten 
copies were delivered to the, exhibition 
4)y .two p'clock that afternoon. In other 
words, 100' copies , of over 1000 pages 
were iprlnte^ and bound*, in full leathcir 
and delivered in twelve hours. 

The Oxford Press has accumulated 
unusual fonts, of type which have cn- 
a;bled It to produce many volumes 
which oould not be j)rlnted' elsewhere. 
/Knee the acquisition of these' fonts 
some of them have been duplicated In 
other ' printing estaWlshmenU, but 
inàny of them are still unique. ^Thls 
p/ess, for insUuice, wa« the first to 
acquire the following types in Eng- 
land: Qreek, Hebrew, Arn,bic, ^Anplo- 
Snxon, music, Syrlac, Armeninji, Cop- 
tic finmarltan, .Slavonic, Runic, Oothl<C 
lalandic, Klhloplc. Ktruscan,* SahsfcVW, 
Chinese. OiirumpUhi. Pahlavl. Ti^ietan. 
Zend, Bengali; ; Xlusslan. Tamil, and
